Middleton Fanning. was born in Virginia about 1765. He married 
Delphia Ann Moore in Caswell county, North Carolina in 1787 and the 
bondsman was Jehu Fannin, They went from North Carolina to Georgia. 
Records show that in 1797 Middleton Fanning got 160 acres from Ben- 
jamin Fannin in Elbert county, Georgia. There is a record in 1801 
that Middleton Fanning was appointed Ensign in place of Benjamin Fan- 
ning resigned, Elbert county: Militia, Vans Creek Baptist Church 
minutes December 10, 1802 - Middleton Fanning "With charge against 
himself for getting drunk, swearing and fighting." (He was later for- 
given). There is reference as late as 1811; so it was after this 
date that he came to Tennessee. He was one of the earlier settlers 
of Lincoln county. I have not found any record as to when he died or 
where he is buried, It is believed that he is buried at the old 
Fanning Cemetery at the old home place. This is the obituary of 
Mrs, Delphia A, Fanning as copied from The Fayetteville Observer 
November 15, 1860. 


DELPHIA A, FANNING DIED - 

At the residence of her son, Middleton Fannon, in Lincoln county, 
Tennessee, October 20, 1860, Mrs, Delphia A, Fannon, aged about 

100 years, She was born and raised in the state of Virginia, and 
moved from there with her husband, Middleton Fannon, to the state 
of Georgia, where they lived a few years, and then moved to this 
state some fifty years ago and was consequently one of the first 
settlers in the country. She often spoke of the many privations 
and hardships undergone by them in the early settlemeent of this 
county, and there was nothing of which she spoke with more interest 
than old times, As a neighbor she was kind and obliging, as 4 
friend she was firm and unwavering, as @ Christian she was pious and 
consistent, as mother, grandmother, she was devoted and afifection- 
ate. In all the relations of life it may be said that she dischar- 
ged faithfully her various duties, and lived the life of a true 
woman. 





She has left to murn her loss a4 train of relatives to the fourth 
generation. She obtained 4 hope in Christ in early life and 

had been a member of the Baptist church for upwards of 45 years. 

For some time prior to her death her mind had so failed her that 

she was living, but the day before she died when she appeared to 

pe sinking, her mind was so restored that she was conccious to her 
condition, and when asked by her son with whom she was living if 

she thought she was going to die, she clapped her hands and replicd, 
Oh yes, and requested them all to meet her in heaven, She soon 
became speechless but gave evidence that she was in her right mince. . 
After continuing in this state a few hours, her spirit returned ur so 
God who gave it. 


According to Census records she was born in Virginia in 1765. The 
1850 Census gives her age as 85, Then the 1860 Census gives it 4s 
100. There is an age range difference of 5 years.

On August 4, 1917, while walking down a street in Chicago with 
blisters on his feet from @ new pair of shoes, he sat down on the 
curb to rest his feet, and looking up he saw a sign, which read 
"The Marines Want You." He joined the U.S. Marine Corp and took 
his basic training at Parris Islend, South Carolina and advanced 
training at Quantico, Virginia, He went to France with the Supply 
Company of the 5th Division. He made Corporal and drove a food 
wagon, delivering food and coffee to the front lines in France, His 
mules's name was Jug Head. He was gased and wounded several times, 
He received the French croix de guerre, four silver stars, five 
bronze stars, Aisne battle clasp, Aisne-Marne battle clasp, Meuse- 
Argonna battle clasp, diefensive sect or clasp or exceptional gal- 
lantry in action in these battles: Chateau-Thierry, Blancmont, 
Meuse-Argonne, Saint Mihiel, and Aisne-Marne. He did not kill as 
many Germans as Sgt. York, but he received more medals. He was 
discharged July 10, 1919. His service No. was 119325. 


He joined the American Legion in France before returning to the USA 
and remained an active member until his death. He attended several 
National American Legion Conventions having gone to two as a dele- 
gate from the Fayetteville American Legion Towry Post No. 42. One 

of these was in 1944, when he went to Chicago for the first time s:.nce 
joining the: Marines there, and was challenged by a policeman for 
having on so many citations, He very quickly showed proof that 

he was entitled to wear them, 


He married Sally Junia (June) Franklin September 20, 1919. The 
ceremony was performed by the Rev. Jim Foster, while they were sit- 
ting in a buggy at Smithland, LCT. She was born February 25, 190+, 
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the fifth child of Hal ‘Kelso Franklin, ‘Sr., and Anna Lou Dora ~ 
Solmon, in the Champ. Community, Lect, They lived in the Champ 

and Smithland Community.until 1926, vexcept for spending a year in 
Akron, Ohio, 


He was a farmer avd’ in business with his brother, Aaron G. Seniieaas 
in a general merchandise store at Champ, known as Jennings aan 
Store. . 


They had three children born to them in these communities, Alberta 
Mae, born February 28, 192i, Helen born October 8, 1922 and Hubert 
Cecil born May 24, 1935, 


They moved to the Texas Panhandle near Tulia, Texas in 1926. He 
was a wheat farmer in the Happy and Flynt communities and some of 
the soil ,he plowed was prairie soil that had never been turned be- 
fore. They had a daughter, Betty. June born November 13, 1930 in 
Texas, 


He moved back to Tennessee in August, 1931. He went. back into the 
general merchandise business at Champ with his brother, Aaron G, 
Jennings and moved into the house by the store, the same one he was 
living in when he left to go to Texas, 


When his father's estate was sold for settlement in 1932, he bought 
the home place, where his father, Bert Lee Jennings, Sr., had lived. 
The farm had originally belonged to his great-grandfather, Thomas 
Georges who had purchased 100 acres from the state of Tennessee for 
124 cents an acre in 1825, William Copeland married Mary Ann George 
and he bought the other George heirs shares. Ida Mai Copeland mar- 
ried Bert Lee Jennings, Sr., and he bought the other Copeland Heirs! 
shares, He moved to the home place October 8, 1932. 


He lived here until his death. He died on Sunday night August 10, 
1958, at home with a heart attack, His funeral was at the Champ 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church, of which he was a member, officiated 
by the Rev. Roy Henderson and E.H. Powers. Burial was in the family 
cemetery, known as the Copeland cemetery, with complete military 
rites, His wife, June, still lives at the home place, (1976) 


He was a strong Democrat until 1952, when General Eisenhower ran for 
President, and being a strong believer in military he voted for him. 
He was active and enjoyed working in politics on all levels, local, 
state and national. He believed everyone should vote and served 43 
an officer of the Champ precinct inthe. August election on Tuesday 
pefore his death on Sunday, He ran for Direct Representative in 
1937, losing to H.A. Fowler. ae 


He had an unusual memory for dates, especially birthdays. If toid by 
& stranger or friend their age or birthday and he did not meet them 
until later, he could tell them their age or birthday, He was a 
well-read and informed person. 





He spent the last five winters of his life in Fort Lauderdale, Florida 
where he had leased a rooming house for his- daughter, Alberta, to 
manage, :

D.C. Dunlap, a prosperous farmer and active business man of this 
county, is a native of Lincoln county, Tenn., born in 1823, His 
parents were James and Sarah (Massey) Dunlap, the former born in 
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S.C. in 1790, and served in the Indian war; the latter a daughter 

of James Massey, a native of Ireland, who was’ an early: settler in 
Giles county, Tenn. James. Dunlap's parents were David and Polly Dun: .~ 
lap, who early moved from S.C. to Ala., being among the very first’ 
settlers of Tuscaloosa, in that state. Mr. Dunlap had been one of the 
soldiers. of the Rev. Young Dunlap spent his boyhood in the place of 

_ his birth, the farm in Lincoln county, Tenn., with very restricted ed- 
ucational provileges. In 1843 he went to Tuscaloosa, Ala., where he 
spent three years.

He served with honor to himself in the late 
war, enlisting in 1862 in the Twenty-sixth Georgia battalion, under 
Capt. Robert Heard, taking part in the pattles of Resaea and Miss..on- 
ary ridge, and others, and doing his part until the ‘declaration of 
peace.
